A Good Move. 


The National convention of Republi- 


can clubs, called to meet in New York 
December 15th, promises to be one of the 
most noticeable political events of the 
year. By the call each organized club 
in the United States is entitled to send 
five delegates, though no organization 
shall have more than one vote, and the 
object is to compare ideas and make sug- 
gestions lie to the best pluns for cam- 
paign work and for advancing the inter- 
ests of the Bopublican party. The con- 
vention is not called in the interest of 
any candidate, nor will it be allowed to 
degenerate into an assistant to any 
boom, but it will be conducted with an 
eye single to the general good of the 
party, without reference to any man's 
particular interest. It is not difficult to 
see how powerful influence such u meet- 
ing may be made to wield in the great 
campaign of 1888, what an impetus it 
may give to the movement which is to 
reinstate the Bepublican party in power. 
Of course, all this will depend upon the 
•wisdom, or foolishness, that governs its 
counsels. But there is not much danger 
that it will be a'lowed to enter into dan- 
gerous channels. It will be made up 
largely, if not entirely, of men who are 
active and influential in the political 
movements of their respective localities, 
and therefore have 
some reputation 


among those who know them best for 
judiciousness imcl sound judgment. A 
body thus constituted could not well act 
foolishly or injuriously to the best inter- 
ests of the party. It is reasonable to 
look for the best results from the pro- 
poned convention. 


And, by the way, what is the Young 


Republican Club of Decatur doing in the 
matter? Does it propose to be repre- 
sented? If so, there is no time to lose. 
Action should bo taken at once. 


The Next Congress. 


Four special congressional elections 


wore held this full. In the Sixth district 
of Louisiana and the Albany districts 
democrats succeed democrats. 
In the 


Syracuse district a republican succeeds a 
republican, as does 'also u republican in 
the Socrond l{hodo Island district. 


The house now consists of IJ25 members 


anil eight territorial delegates who have 
the privilege of speaking, but not of vot- 
ing. 
Of the 325 members proper 1513 are 


republicans, 108 democrats and I'oui in- 
dependents. The independents are An- 
derson of Iowa, Nichols of North Caro- 
lina, Hopkins of Virginia and Smith of 


The democrats thus have a

crats had 180 members, the republicans 
140, and the other parties five. In the 
fiftieth, o" incoming congress, the demo- 
cratic strength drops off twelve votes, 
making (in important difference in the 
majority of the opposition.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The 
Fiftieth 


Congress will convene next Monday, and 
the first business in order will be the elec- 
tion of a Speaker, providing a quorum (3 
present. But it is not always the case 
that a quorum is present on the first day 
of the session, and it is sometimes several 
days before the House is ready to proceaH 
to business. Then it is only a few days 
before tho holidays, when a recess is 
taken, and altogether there is very little 
business transacted before the Hxmse con- 
venes again in January. Aftft* the elec- 
tion ot the Speaker the first duty the new 
presiding officer performs is to swear in 
the members. At a signal the right hands 
go up, and the Speaker reads the follow- 
ing oath: 


You do solemnly s wear that you will support 


and defend tho Constitution of iho United 
States afminst all enemies, foreign and do- 
mestic, that you will bo r truo faith and al- 
legiance to the same; th.it you take this obli- 
gation freely, without any mental reservation 
or purpose ol evasion; and that you will well 
and faithfully discharge the duties of tho office 
you are about to enter; so help you God. 


The new House will contain much new 


material—material fresh from the people. 
There will be 129 new members out o£ a 
total of 825. The delegations from the 
principal States are changed. Minnesota 
returns but one old member, Knute Nelson, 
a Norwegian.

MUSHROOM CULTURE. 


The Kind Itulspil by llliirki-t (ilu il, ncrs lu 


tho Kuhtern Mutes. 


"Half a million dollars' north of 


mushrooms come to thin country every 
year from 
France," 
iaid a florist. 


"This country doesn't laiso enough 
mushrooms to suppU the demand." 


"Why are not more raised here." 
"Until this year there were very few 


who knew how to raise them, and they 
had not tlie means to grow them on a 
large scale. 
A few of our wealthiest 


people have a man who understands 
the subject, and they raise enough far 
their own tables, but many persons 
with extensive greenhouses and high- 
priced gardeners have not been able to 
produce a single niuslu'oom." 


"Why don't the florists raise them?" 
"The}' have been raiding small quan- 


tities as an experiment for several 
years, using ont-of-the-\\ ay corners of 
their greenhouses or making beds un- 
der the benches that hold plants. 
But 


this year a great many have gone into 
mushroom culture as a business, and 
this table delicacy will be more abun- 
dant than ever before. Caves, old clay 
pits or cellars will do for raising mush- 
rooms. For winter growing, however, 
artificial heat is required, as a temper- 
ature of fifty-live to sixty degrees is 
necessary. 
Miiihroom 
houses 
are 


roughly built, contain very little glass, 
and are heated with hot-water pipes. 
Beds are made on the floors and on 
shelves, one above the other, clear up 
to tho ceiling. 


The mushroom 
has neither seeds, 


plants nor roots to start with, but a 
white, 
moldy 
substance 
called 


"spawn." This i-i purchased of seeds- 
men in the first place, but afterward 
aiiy of the earth of the old bed is sat- 
urated with "pawn, so thai it will do 
for planting. 
The bed is prepared by 


putting in a lau-r of rich compost and 
packing it don n. The bulb of a ther- 
mometer is inserted in this, and at 
first the temperature runs above one 
hundred degree-! on account of fer- 
mentation, but in a day or two it comes 
down to ninety derives and the bed is 
then reaih for tin- s-pawn.

them. They do not resemble any form 
of vegetable food, and in nutritive 
value are second to meat alone. 
The 


imported mushrooms come in cans, and 
are the small round variety used at 
restaurants for 'beefsteak with mush- 
rooms.' 
The kind we raise are much, 


larger and the chefs make them into a 
do*en different dishes. The season is 
from November until April."—N. T. 
Mail and Express.

He modeled a colossal figure of tin 


angel, wliich WHS so greatly admired that the 
btory of it got into the newspapers and there 
met the eye of the oei-entnc millionaire, 
Nicholas Longn-ortli, of Ciucinnati. Long- 
worth wrote to Alead and oli'crQd to give 
him an art education. Mead accepted the 
offer, and through Lougworth got the money 
which helped him on to fame. 


In addition to these Americans two French 


sculptors were selected, and one of theso was 
Bartholdi, the maker oC t ho statue of Liberty 
in New York harbor. The commission sent 
n letter to the 1'Yoneh minister of foreign af- 
fairs, asking him to name another sculptor to 
compete for tho work, but ho doomed to do 
BO. A list of eligible French artists was then 
obtained from Augustus tit. Guadons, and 
two, namely, Mercio and Palguiero, wero 
chosen. A third man was also selected, but 
both ho and St. Gauclons refused to send in 
designs for the statue. They evidently con- 
sidered themselves of enough note to got or- 
doru without competing for thorn, and tho de- 
signs which wore made come ^from the other 
artiste. 


Tucao models are now kept in a large room 


just off of that of tho secretary of war. 
They aro en a long mahogany table and their 
faces look out toward tho Corcoran art gal- 
lery. Tho walls of the room are hung with 
oil portraits of tho various secretaries of war 
of tho past and tho whole forms a sort of an 
art gallery. 


Tho models ou the largest scalo ore those 


of M. Dartholdi, and they are most complete 
in their execution. One o£ them was ruled 
out oil account of its costing more than the 
appropriation, Bartholdi putting the price at 
$55,000, and the plainness of the other did 
not suit tho commission so well as the one 
selected. Theso Bartholdi designs are about 
four feet hijji, and the only difference lies in 
tho pede.staU 
Gen. Lafayette is represented 


dressed in l'ontin«'iital uniform, holding a 
hat in one hand' and grasping the Hags of 
France and America with tha other. His 
eyes are turned toward heaven, and Bar- 
thohii evidently intended to symbolize La- 
fayette giving himself up to tho cause of 
liberty. The prdcsLol of the more ejqxmsive 
suituo had elaborate designs hi bos relief 
upou il3 sides, depicting tho most noted 
battles in which Lai'ayctto figured in our 
war for indcpendenca. On each corner of 
tho pedestal below the feet of the statue 
stand.} an American ea^-lu grasping a globe 
i.1 its talons, and between thi>o on tho front 
of the pedestal are these wonts: "To our 
French allies." Tho pedestal OL tho other 
statue is more simple, and its chief difference 
from the other is in the absence of decora- 
tion on tho sides of tho pede.stal and in leav- 
ing out tho eagles above spoken of 


Tho statue next to these i.s that of Larkili 


O. Mead, and it is to my mind almost equal 
to tho one chosen. Ib represents Lafayette 
standing at case with one hand upon his 
sword and the other holding his bat which he 
has crushed up. At the corner oC tho pedes- 
tal are ti rurts of noted KiT'.ich oilieers, and 
those in tiont are laU led Counts doCJrosse 
and de Roehai'iK an. At tho loot <"'f tho 
pcdeVuil ii t,i:^ ii's'Tinl ion, bcir." :i quotation 
ot'ttiu tanious uileru.i'v of 1. i y('ttev.vhou 
ho offered hi.i.^ll to li.e Ar> l *t M\ al in} :

Just above this, mid under tho statue, are 


thoivorcis: "Lafayette and his compatriots." 


Tho models of D. C. French represent the 


figure of Lafayette upon the pedesta. in the 
net of offering his sword to the United States. 
Its designs are elaborate, and it ia accom- 
panied by models of some of its parts as well 
••a water colored sketch of the design as 


completed. These designs were open to the 
great objection that the statue was too stiff, 
and that the seeing of Iiofayette standing in 
euch a position throughout generations would 
be decidedly painfuL 


The design selected is the one which stands 


next to this upon the table. It ia the com- 
bined work of tivo French sculptors, and it is 
a remarkable work of art, The designers 
are MM. Mercie and Falguiere, who were in- 
vited by our minister at Paris, Mr. McLane, 
to submit designs tor the statue. Falguiere 
sent in two designs which were rejected, one, 
being an equestrian statue, was ruled out 
on the ground that the act of congress called 
Cor something different, and his other design 
was merely an adaptation of his equestrian 
statue to a standing figure. 


The work, however, which he got up in 


connection with M. Mercie, is very beautiful, 
and it will rank high among the art works of 
this country. Lafayette stands on a pedestal 
with one hand upon his sword, and at the 
base of the pedestal a semi-nude female fig- 
ure, representing America, holds tip a nuked 
sivord towards Lalnyette. He looks 
at 


her with his noble resolution expressed 
in his features, and the figure of the 
woman is tho personification of grace 
and beauty. 
On the back of the pedestal two 


cherubs are represented holding up a shield, 
on which aro to be inscribed the names of the 
compatriots of Lafayotts not otherwise com- 
memorated on tins mununiem;, and on the 
two other i.iik". lire the Inur distinguished 
compatriot* whii'h it is provide.! shall bo a 
part of thi; statue- 
Tho flgurts upon the 


pedestal vull be ol' bron.'.o anj the pedestal 
will bo .,£ muibli' 
Tho --tutue i keif will be

are that tho sum oi £45,009 is to be given to 
tho artists in three pnyiuents. They get the 
first us .soon ab the model is completed. The 
second is tjiveu them \vlioii the monument is 
finished aud 
b> >hipped to Washington, and 


tho third is upon tho erection of the statue. 
The act of congress, I think, provides for 
foul- Frenchmen who were noted dnrmg the 
revolution for assisting tho United States, and 
though it is not fully settled, two French naval 
officers and two French army officers will 
probably be chosen. It is thought that Vice 
Admiral and Lieut. Gen. Count d'Estaing, 
who commanded the co-operating French 
army and navy in Rhode Island in 1778 and 
at Savannah, where he was wounded in 1770, 
will be ono and another will be Lieut. G-en. 
Count d'Rorhambeau, ~uho commanded tho 
French auxiliary army in the United States 
nnd at Yorktowu in 176t)-S'3. A third will 
probably be Lieut. Gen. Count de Grasse, 
who commanded the French fleet at Tork- 
Unvn in 1781, and the fourth is still unde- 
cided. IL may possibly be Lieut. Gen. Baron 
do Viomenil, who was next in command 
under Rochambeau, and commanded the 
French assaulting column at YorkLowri, or it 
may be Col. Charles Lameth, afterwards 
lieutenant general, who was Mounded at 
Yorktown, or LaCayr'ltc'-. 1 ruthcr-in-luw, the 
gallant Vicdmle du Koailles, colonel, and 
later Mnrechul do C'uiup, n ho served both at 
Savannah in ITVJand ut Yorktown in 1761. 


FIGURZ AT THE BASE. 


If these are not selected it may he possible 


that the choice will be Brig. Gen. Armand, 
Marquis Jo la Rouerie, chief of cavalry of 
tho continental army under Washington, 
who impoverished himself in bringing sup- 
plies for his troops from France, or it may be 
Count do Vergi niios, prhi'0 minister under 
Louis XVI during tho American revolution. 


As to tiie choice of this monument of 


Lafayette I undL-rita IK! that the commission 
were aided in their bel'-ction uf it by two of 
the most eminent artists m tho country, who 
wero also fi tends of Burlholdi. Them i.s no 
doubt but tho committee have made tho best 
selection of the models presented, and thar 
they have seeuivd an extraordinary worn, of 
art at;1, yri'y !'•;.• price. The reputation of 
thotv.o ; rtists, 1111. Falguicro and Mercie, 
is very hi Ii in 1'aris, and no better comment 
upon t'nc choice of their model can bo made 
than is found in a letter which the sculptor, 
Daniel C. French, who by the was' was one 
of the competitors fur tho work, wrote from 
Europe to one oi' tho commission. lie writes:

Illinois Tarifft. 


It ia said that, as nearly aa a general 


average can be struck, the new Illinois 
tariffs agreed upon by the freight officials 
of the Illinois roads will involve a reduc- 
tion of about 20 per cent, in rates, from 
distances of 80 miles up to 210, or to the 
Mississippi river. Upon the tariff first 
proposed by the Burlington, the Illinois 
rates were to be based on 35 cents, first- 
olass, to the river; but when it came to 
joint conference in reference to the 
mat- 


ter, the Burlington suggested that in or- 
der not to make the reduction as radical 
as at first proposed, the rate to the Mis- 
sissippi river be advanced from 35 to 40 
cents, which, being five cents higher, 
would give the interested roads so much 
more to scale down on. It will be under- 
stood that the 35 cents was a fighting 
rate put in on account of competition, 
and that the Illinois commissioners' tar- 
iffs allow the roads 46 cents first-class to 
the Mississippi river, or 5 cents higher 
than the rates finally adopted. Taking 
the 40 cents on first-class and the propor- 
tionate rates on the next four classes, and, 
scaling back, it reduces the present rates 
until a distance of 89 miles is reached, 
where the reduction comes. The neces- 
sity of the change is^because the Wabash 
would not advance its TohOo rates. The 
same scaling process will hi re to be made 
from the Miheissippi river to the Missouri. 
The general managers will meet at the 
Burlington offices and take into consider- 
ation the reports co be submitted by the 
general freight agents on this matter. 


The Church Debt.

B.;Church in the United States is $60,- 
000. This debt is the result of prosecu- 
ting their missionary work beyond their 
missionary contributions a little each 
year, so that after thirty years the above 
debt is the result.

Artisans Who Do Tlieir Work Just Oppo* 


site to Oar Mode. 


The Japanese are fine mechanics, 


and, though slow and deliberate, do 
their work with great precision and 
with exquisite finish. They do all 
work just opposite to our mode. If it 
were possible they would commence a 
house at the roof. They draw the 
plane toward them instead of from 
them, and make glue joints for the 
commonest purposes. They make their 
mortises so exact that water can not 
creep between the jimil.s. 
They use 


the saw by cutting toward the hand 
instead of from it. 
All saws arc very 


wide and have a straight handle, and 
yet they will rip a plank fifteen feet 
.ong so exactly 
and 
truly that a 


smoothing-plane will dress it down 
perfectly straight. 
| 


Few nails arc u=cd in (ho erection of j 


houses. 
Corner studs are mortised 


into the sills so closely that they stand j 
as if nailed and bolted. 
The plates are 


:iehl with cijual tightness. 
The siding 


s then sot into grooves. When an old 
louse is torn down its material be- 
omes good timber for oilier purposes. 


One constantly sees a carpenter ripping 
up an old fill or. post for new work. 
There are no saw-mills to speak of. 
Timber of the largest size is ripped by 
huge hand-saws worked by a single 
man. 
A contractor assured me he had 


seen a log five feet through thus cut. 
He was a Scotchman, and, therefore, 
told me the truth. 1 myself saw a log 
quite three feet through being thus cut 
into inch boards. The log was about 
ten feet long—was laid on a frame 
at a very oblique angle. 
The sawyer 


sat under it and cut it up before re- 
moving any of the IjoiinK 
Timber is 


hewn in the, woods into squares or oc- 
tagons. 
Then it dries perfectly, and 


is generally cut into boards on the 
ground when the house is being erected. 
They do nice work in wood, but are 
slow. Their wages are about forty-five 
cents a day. 
When i use the word dol- 


lar and cents I speak of the Japanese 
dollar and cent, one-fourlh less than 
our money. 
Americans here assure 


me they would prefer paying our 
wages and getting the thing done 
promptly than to await the dilatory 
movements and slow progress of the 
good and cheap native workmen. 


The common stone work is very fine. 


There is no such thing as a rough wall 
on a natural bed. All stones are cut 
and set in exact joints; not in line 
work, but out to fit upon one another 
in all shapes. 
I do not remember the 


technical name for this style. 
Bridges, 


piers, canal and mote walls are thus 
built, and many of the stones arc of 
great size. 


In Tokio there are many miles of 


walls, from thirty to sixty feet high, 
built of stones weighing from a hun- 
dred pounds to several tons, and all 
with joints so nice and true that no 
cement has been used, and none is 
necessary. 
It is a wonder how these 


poor, down-trodden people have done 
such vast work wilh no horse* and no 
machinery to help them. 
All haul- 


ing, or nearly all, is do> .; by men. 
I saw a single man d r a w i n g or pushing 
a load of nearly llnve hundred brick to 
the new palace at Tokio from the dock 
over a mile away. 
At, H I M i-nslle h'll, 


which is quile t\ hundred feel high, sev- 
eral men assist. 


It is a common thing to M 
IO t\vo or 


three men pushing a load such as a 
heavy dray horse would draw in Amer- 
ica. 
Two would be at the shaft, the 


other pushes. 
They step lo a word, all 


the time. The near man would utter 
something like "speough," the others 
would catch it and reply together 
"sheotighah." 


During the day in quarters where 


heavy loads are being di'iuvu or heavy 
work being done some ••urh cry as this 
is heard in every direction,' though I 
will say, parenthetically, that one of 
the charms of these cities is the ab- 
sence of loud and deafening noises. 
All great cities of Kurope and America 
have their voices. 
One can almost im- 


agine he recognises a distinct, peculiar 
voice in each city. In the still of the night 
this voice is marked, and never silent. 
A Japanese eity after twelve o'clock 
seems to be absolutely asleep. There 
is no voice.
